Letter from Boothe’s attorney threatens possible lawsuit

The Mayor Ricky Haywood-Mrs, 
Pat Boothe saga continues with new 
chapters almost daily, 

aturday the members of the city 
council and the water and electric 
board each received a letter from her 
lawyer, 

Mrs. Boothe, former Elba City 
Clerk, resigned her position on Sep- 
tember 30 and returned to her merit 
System position as administrative as- 
Sistant with the City of Elba and 
with the Water & Electric Board. 

After Haywood took office on 
October 5, he handed Mrs, Boothe a 
letter terminating her em loyment. 
This happened on October Sth: 

The story began much earlier 
however, During the mayoral cam- 
paign Mr. Haywood advertised and 
told potential supporters Mrs, 
Boothe wouldn’t continue as City 
Clerk. He also reportedly told her 
husband there would be no place in 
his administration for her, After the 

election Haywood confirmed to a 
representative of this newspaper that

he had indeed told Mr, Boothe his 
wife would have no place in the new 
administration, 


Boothe appeared before the W & Ch 


E Board the Monday evening (Octo- 
ber 12) following her firing and 
Gath Haywood's authority to 
ire her from the utility (not the cit 

portion of her work) after 14 1 
ie of service. Mrs. Boothe noted 

. Haywood had not been named 
Superintendent of the utility at the 
time he fired her. She also cited a 
1985 resolution by the board amend- 
ing the bylaws and reserving hiring 
a firing authority to the board it- 
self, 

Following that reminder from her, 
the board voted 4-1 to retain Mrs, 
Boothe on the payroll until the legal- 
ity of the situation was cleared up. 

Haywood immediately placed her 
on administrative leave. He again 
fired her, in writing, on October 20, 
even though there had been no ac- 
tion by the board. 

A Monday, October 26th special 
meeting of the utility board solved 
nothing, after Haywood asked who 
would be signing Mrs. Boothe's pay- 


check if the board rehired her. 
Tuesday afternoon, October 
27th, meeting between Haywood, 
airmen Mickey Murdock and 
Board member/councilmember Bill 
Brunson appeared to have worked 
out a solution. An October 28th cer- 
tified letter to Mrs, Boothe reinstated 


Shinbaum wrote, “Failure 
to do the foregoing will 
result in a lawsuit against 
Mayor Haywood in both 
his individual and official 
capacity and against the 
City of Elba.” 


her with full pay and benefits back 
to October 20th (the date of the last 
firing). It offered a job as utilities 
clerk and a cut in pay to $6.23 per 
hour. The job is at the warehouse 
and not in City Hall. However, this 
settlement collapsed before she re- 
sponded when Haywood instructed 


the bookkeeper not to issue her a Fri- 


day paycheck, two days after he per- 
sonally signed the latest letter, 

Saturday, members of the utility 
board plus the mayor and city coun- 
cil members received a letter from a 
Montgomery lawyer representing 
Mrs. Boothe. He stated Haywood 
had violated her rights and ‘if the 
board members and council mem- 
bers condoned his actions, they 
would be equally guilty. 

The lawyer, Kenneth Shinbaum, 
an associate of Attorney Julian 
McPhillips, cited Haywood as being 
in voilation of 42 U.S.C. § 1983. 
They were given five days to rein- 
state Mrs. Boothe and to issue a pub- 
lic apology to her. They were also 
asked to pay her $750 for attorney 
fees and any back pay she has lost. 

Shinbaum wrote, “Failure to do 
the foregoing will result in a lawsuit 
against Mayor Haywood in both his 
individual and official capacity and 
against the City of Elba.” 

He cited a similar action in 
Chambers County in which his client 
was awarded $150,000 and the 
county incured “enormous legal bills 
of their own,” 


Elba’s mayor and council members remain at odds

‘The new administration for the 
City of Elba continues to sputter as! 
Mayor Ricky Haywood and the, 
council members remain at odds, 
Haywood says he feels they are per- 
secuting him for trying to surround 
himself with his own people. Council 
members are charging threats and 
out right lies on the part of Hay- 
wood. 

The possibility of an olive branch 
to calm the waters moved further 
from reality last Thursday afternoon 
when Haywood began hand deliver- 
ing photocopies of state laws outlin- 
ing the duties of the Mayor and the 
council members. He also double 
highlighted a section citing a council 
member could be convicted of a mis- 
demeanor and removed from office ; 
for passing resolutions or ordinances 
which attempt to take away the may- 
or's power. It was later determined 
by citizens with access to the state 
codes that these laws don't even per- 
tain to a Class 8 city such as Elba, 
but to much larger cities, 

Councilman Earl McCollough re- 
ceived his photocopies while stand- 
ing in a local hardware and upon see- 
ing the part ‘about the removal from 


. office, asked if the mayor was threat- 


ening him. He reported Haywood de- 
nied any threat was intended, 

In addition to the confusion 
caused by Haywood's firing of Mrs. 
Pat Boothe, the naming of a police 
chief has become a growing contro-: 
versy. 

In spite of an agreement to evalu- 
ate the police department for 90 days 
before making a decision, the mayor 
has interviewed candidates for the 
chief's job, He gave council mem- 
bers a copy of the resume on a poten-, 


tial replacement for Chief Freddie 
Hanchey. 

Council members are upset with 
Haywood and accuse him of going 
back on his promises. They report an 
agreement at their organizational 
meeting, prior to taking office, in 
which Hanchey would remain as 
chief. The feelings at that meeting 
were, “Why mess up a good thing.” 

Following that meeting, several 
council ‘members announced the 
plans on the police chief and report- 
edly the then-mayor-clect himself 
told Hanchey he would remain as

chief, Monday morning, October Sth, 
prior to swearing in of the new ad- 
ministration, Haywood told Hanchey 
he could be acting chief until a re- 
placement was named, This came as 
a surprise to the city council which, 
by law, has sole authority to name 
the police chief. They say they still 
don’t know the reason for the sudden, 
turn-around, 

During the first meeting of the 
new administration, Haywood did 
ask for a delay in naming a police 
chicf, He appeared to agree to the 
council's motion for a 90 day evalua- 


tion before deciding on changing the 
police chief, 

However interviews for a replace- 
ment continued, prompting a discus- 
sion at the council mecting of Octo- 
ber 26th. At this meeting 
McCollough read from the minutes 
of a previous meeting, the agreement 
for a 90 day evaluation. Haywood 
agreed again to continue the evalua- 
tion, However the next morning, 
Tuesday, October.27, Hanchey re- 
ported being told by the mayor that 
he could be assistant chief, but an- 
other person would be named chief. 

Council member Ronnie Jinright 
asked at the October 26th mecting 
just why Haywood felt another chief 
was needed, A mummer of agree- 
ment went through the spectators 
present at the council meeting but 
there was no answer, 

Community support for retaining 
Hanchey has blossomed into peu- 
tions urging the council not to re- 
place him and telephone calls from 
other concerned citizens expressing 
the same sentiments. 

The community sentiment, cou- 
pled with the council members being 
offended over the way Haywood is 
ignoring their wishes and memories 
of the photocopies they take as open 
threats have combined to form a stiff 
resistance, They are also hearing 
complaints from voters who support- 
ed Haywood in the recent elections 
who thought they had his promise 
the . police department wouldn’t 
change. This resistance is spilling 
Over into such areas as naming a city 
attorney, where council members are 
now talking of opposing Haywood's 
attempt to change the attorney of 
record, 

Council members are also receiv- 
ing complaints from voters over 
Haywood’s announcement that Oper-

Coffee voters don’t vote with nation

Coffee County voters went to the 
polls for Tuesday’s general election 
to the tune of 63%. Of the 24,704 
registered voters in the county, 
15,551 voted in the presidential race. 

Coffee Countians went with the 
Republican, President George Bush 
while the nation went with Bill Clin- 
ton, the Democratic Party’s nomi- 
nee, 

President Bush received 7,591 
votes while Clinton polled 5,794, 
Ross Perot came in a distant third 
getting 2,021 votes, 


Barr was elected Circuit Judge- 
Twelfth Judicial Circuit - Place 2 by 
out polling Judge John B. Crawley 
12,433 to 11,032 votes. 

Barr received 7,070 votes in Cof- 
fee County while Crawley got 6,629. 
In Pike County, Barr got 5,363 votes 
while Crawley received 4,403. 

Crawley was appointed Circuit 
Judge by Gov. Guy Hunt when 
Judge Riley Green retired from the 
post. Crawley ran as a Republican 
and Barr was the Democratic nomi- 
aee, 

There were three seats on the 
Coffee County Commission contest- 
ed in Tuesday's election - Districts

bent Senator Richard Shelby, a 
Democrat, was re-elected by Coffee 
Countians, He received 10,222 while 
Richard Sellers was a distant second 
receiving 3,420 votes. 

Terry Everett, the Republican 
nominee for the 2nd Congressional 
District seat, was the leading vote 
getter in the county with 8,151 votes, 
George Wallace, Jr., a Democrat, re- 
ceived 6,617 votes, 

At press time, Everett was lead- 
ing Wallace by more than 4,000 
voles in district-wide voting, 

Assistant District Attorney Bill 


Winning the District 2 Seat was 
Lawrence Creel. He received 1,032 
votes to his opponent’s 979, Creel 
ran as the Democratic Party’s nomi- 
nee and Roy Hilton represented the 
Republican Party, 

Jack Hanson, the Democratic 
nominee, took the District 4 Seat by 
a 73 vote margin. He received 1,143 
votes to Foster Mouey’s, the Repub- 
lican, 1,070, 

In the District 6 commissioner's 
race, Randy Lunsford, the Democrat- 
ic challenger, fell to the incumbent, 
Sid Averett.

Local law enforcement officials 
warm that anyone apprehended and 
arrested in connection with these in- 
cidents will be prosecuted to the full- 
est extent of the law, 

The Criminal Code of Alabama, 
§13A-7-23-1, reads as follows: 

“Any person who willfully or ma- 
liciously injuries, defaces, re- 
moves or destroys any tomb, mon- 
ument, gravestone or other 
memorial of the dead, or any 
fence or any enclosure about any 
tomb, monument, gravestone or 
memorial, or who willfully and 
wrongfully destroys removes cuts, 


breaks or injures any tree shrub, 
plant, flower, decoration or other 
real or personal property within 
any cemetery or, graveyard shall 
be guilty of a Class A misdemean- 
or,’ 


Anyone convicted of the above 
offense could be imprisoned up to 1 
year in the state penitentiary and/or 
fined up to $2,000.00 

A reward of $500 is being offered 
for any information leading to the ar- 
rest and conviction of any person or 
persons guilty of grave desecration. 

Anyone having information in re- 
gards to the above incidents or asked 
io call Crimestoppers at 897-3881 
or the Elba Police Department at 
897.2555, 


which occurred at approximately 
9:30 p.m, on Wednesday, October 
28, 1992, along a dirt road south of 
the intersection of County Road 14 
and 43, 

According to reports, Jerry Rich, 
a black male, age 25, of Tallahassee, 
FL, received a gunshot wound to the 
face and Louis Page, age 21, of En- 
terprise, AL, also black, was shot in 
the upper thigh, 

Rich was treated at Mizell Memo- 
rial Hospital in Opp and later trans- 
ferred to Flowers Hospital in Do- 
than, Alabama, Page was treated and 
admitted to Humana Hospital in En- 
terprise, AL, 

The person or persons responsible 
for the shootings nor a motive have 
been determined at this time. 

The type weapon, used in the 
shooting was possibly a 9 mm hand- 
gun, The weapon has not been re- 
covered at this time, 

According to Investigator Paul 
Goldsmith, who is with the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department, no ar- 
rest has been made, at press time, in 
connection with the shooting. 

The incident is being investigated 
by the Coffee County Sheriff's De- 
partment and the 12th Judicial Cir- 
cuit District Attorney's Office.

Wednesday morning in a 7:00 
A.M, meeting, the Water and 
Electric Board responded to the 
real threat of a pending lawsuit 
and voted unanimously to rein- 
State Mrs, Pat Boothe to her pre- 
vious position with the utility, 

Reading the previously pre- 
pared motion was board member 
Bill Brunson, 

His motion called for reinstat- 
ing Mrs, Boothe to her previous 
position, at the same rate of pay 
she was receiving, pay her attor- 
ney's fees and issue an apology 
for any embarrassment the board 
might have cause her in the previ- 
ous Weeks, 

The strongly worded motion 
stated the superintendent 
WOULD carry out the wishes of 
the board, 

During the fifteen minute 
meeting Mayor Ricky Haywood, 
who was named by the board as 
superintendent, sat mute through- 
out and didn't enter into the dis- 
cussion. 

He had previously fired her 
several times since taking office 
and had questioned who would is- 
sue her a pay check if the board 
rehired her, 

Board members have publicly 
said it would be hard to defend a 
lawsuit because the board was on 
record as saying Mrs. Boothe's 
was an excellent employee and 
one of the best employees the 
City of Elba every had

vote our convictions! 


The internal problems with the Elba city government just will not go 
away. These problems are commanding considerable press coverage also 
and it ain’t good press. This is concerning many of the good people in our 
community. They want and deserve better from their leaders. 


We have some strong convictions on the happenings at city hall but can’t 
do as well as the Gettysburg Address and say it in 226 words. But then we 
Gren't an Abe Lincoln either! Not being a government bureaucrat we can 
also get ours written without the 15,629 words the U.S.D.A. used to ex- 
plain the price of cabbage. 


Ricky Haywood won a close election to become mayor in Elba, We are 
hearing people say, “I voted for him or I didn’t vote for him, etc.,” but 
none of that matters now because he is Elba’s mayor. The kindest thing we 
can say concerning city hall is that he is an amateur at politics and more 
particularly at running city hall. His limited knowledge of the workings of 
municipal government added to an apparent lack of any desire for diplo- 
macy in dealing with council members has gotten him in big trouble. 
Trouble with these council members, a large percentage of the citizens, 
and now with a law firm representing a city employee, 


Having watched the local city hall for almost 30 years, we sce a glaring 
void, The designated leader refusing the advice of those other elected offi- 
cials around him with the knowledge and experience to avoid the pitfalls 
the office brings. Blunders like presenting photocopies of pages from the 
State code books were offensive to the council members. But worse, the re- 
alization he was passing out pages dealing with Dothan size towns and not 
Elba, points out his (and his advisors) gross lack of knowledge of the job. 


The Pat Boothe matter could wind up costing the taxpayers of Elba a 
bunch of money if the council and utility board don’t bow their backs and 
take an even firmer stand. Yet the firmer stand could cause a further rift 
between the mayor and council. It could cost Haywood a bunch of money 
personally, but it ain’t our business if his pride or stubbornness is more im- 
portant, It is our business when the taxpayers money is at stake. At least a 
half dozen area lawyers have expressed the opinion to us that she will win 
the case, and win big, if it gets filed. We suggest a 180 degree turn-around 
on this issue, both for the sake of avoiding a lawsuit and the fact the em- 
ployee can continue to contribute valuable experience to city government, 


Haywood also needs to mend other fences with his council members. Tell- 
ing them one thing about the police chief and doing something else ... re- 
peatedly ... not only offends the council members but undermines the mo- 
rale of what was one of the best police departments Elba has ever had. 
This combination is also scaring away his qualified candidates to be 
named chief, if the council could be talked into making a change. 


We know Ricky Haywood about as well as anyone in town and feel he 
does had the inner strength to admit he has made a bad start, apologize to 
the people of Elba and try for a fresh start, leaming from past mistakes. No 
man or woman can do the job alone ... it must be a team effort. No mayor 
has ever gotten a plan approved without selling the council on its merits, 
Sometimes a smart leader will not push a position on the council, hoping 
they will show their gratitude by also compromising on other matters later,

Yard and garden “waste” such as 
grass clippings, leaves, shrubbery 
trimmings, tree branches, and spent 
vegetable plants, comprise roughly 
20 percent of the solid waster found 
in landfills, The Elba trash or “inert” 
landfill will be full within weeks. A 
public hearing has been scheduled to 
open another trash landfill on city 
owned property just South of town, 

Efforts to recycle household 
wastes are under way in many com- 
munities, But, unlike other recycling 
efforts, recycling yard waste makes 
collection and disposal unnecessary. 
Since the cost of collecting, hauling, 
and handling solid waste is a large 
share of the solid waste management 
expense, keeping the waste at home 
can reduce the cost of waste dispo- 
sal.

Mrs. Caldwell lived in New

Mrs. Caldwell loves working in 
the yard and with her flowers, 

Even at her advanced age, Mrs. 
Caldwell is still able to do all her 
own yard work except for mowing. 

Perhaps her greatest talent and 
most loved hobby, and what many 
people attest to is her remarkable tal- 
ent for sewing. 

Her specialty has been the hand 
smocked, hand embroidered infant 
clothes that she has made over the 
years for people far and wide.

SADD's History 


by Laura Brown 

The Students Against Drunk Driving 
(SADD) program was founded in 198] 
by Mr. Robert Anastas, Director of 
Health Education at Wayland High 
School in Massachusetts after two of his 
students were killed in traffic accidents. 
During that same year 11,005 young 
people, ages 15-21, died in fatal traffic 
crashes in the United States, 

The SADD program was developed 
on Mr. Anastas’ convictions that teenag- 
ers did not want to die in a drinking and 
driving crash, that they did not want to 
be paralyzed for life and that they did not 
want to kill or hurt other passengers or 
pedestrians. He also felt that most illegal 
drinking and/or drug use was caused by 
peer pressure. 

The goals of SADD are: 1) To help 
eliminate the drunk driver and save lives; 
2) To alert students about the dangers of 
drinking and driving; 3) To eliminate the 
illegal use of drugs; 4) To conduct com- 
munity alcohol awareness programs; 
and, 5) To organize peer counseling pro- 
grams to help students who may have 
concems about alcohol. These goals are 
designed to bring together the school, the 
community, and families in an effort to 
eliminate drug abuse and death due to 
the combination of drinking and driving. 
With everyone working together the sta- 
tistics which indicated that 87% of all 
students use alcohol before they graduate 
from high school will be drastically re- 
duced, 

Students unify their forces to provide 
positive peer pressure by watching over 
cach other and not allowing the use of al- 
cohol and/or drugs. 

Remember, friends don't let friends 
drive drunk!

Andalusia received the opening

Injection Sites For Beef Cattle 


Rex Walden of Enterprise recent- 
ly pointed out that a great deal of in- 
formation has been handed out and 
talked about conceming vaccination 
sites for beef cattle. The primary rea- 
son for this is that once the injection 
is given, you can develop carcass 
problems once the carcass is at the 
processing plant. To avoid these 
problems, more and more processors 
are encouraging producers to be 
more aware of injection sites. 

I feel like within this article while 
talking about injection sites we 
should also talk about types of injec- 
tions. To begin with, always read the 
label as to where to inject medica- 
tion you are giving. In other words, 
it may call for a subcutaneous injec- 
tion, Subcutaneous injections are 
usually made in an area where skin 
fits loosely like the neck or chest 
wall, the arm pit or flank. You pick 
up the skin and insert the needle just 
under the skin and not between the 
layers of skin, 

The other most common type of 
injection is intramuscular, The intra- 
muscular injection is made deeply 
into any large muscle, 

There are other types of injec- 
tions--intravenous, _intraperitioneal, 
and intraruminal. All of these have a 
specific purpose behind them and 
are much more difficult to give. I 
recommend that you consult your 
veterinarian or someone who has 
done it before if you have never giv- 
en one of these three types of vacci- 
nations. 

There are two other injection 
types that bear mentioning. One is 
intramammary. This requires a soft, 


-bivnt injection apparatus to go into 


the teat to infuse this teat for treating 
mastitus. Another type of injection is 
intradermal and this would be given 
between the layers of skin. Usually, 
you shave a patch of hair prior to 
giving an intradermal injection. — 

For beef cattle there are bascially 
four sites for giving injections. The 
neck is a preferred sit because there 
is no carcass damage associated with 
the neck. Most of the time subcuta- 
neous shots are given in the neck, 
but also many people give an intra- 
muscular shot into the neck muscle 
with good results. 

Another site would be right be- 
hind the shoulder or elbow. This is a 
good intramuscular area and some- 
times if the skin is loose enough you 
can give a subcutaneous shot. 

The other two sites are located to 
the rear of the animal. One is the 
lower round just above the hock or 
the top of the rump. My own person- 
al opinion is that the top of the rump 
and loin should be avoided even 
though they have been the two most 
common places to give a shot. These 
are both top, prime cut areas off of 
any beef carcass and it is the most 
common site of losses due to injec- 
tion site lesions. Avoid the top of the 
rump and the loin. 

Try to confine your shots to the 
lower part of the rump and the two 
arcas right behind the shoulder and 
the neck, and I think you will avoid 
any carcass damage problem.

Elba, AL 
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New Coffee County Commission alread

The first order of business for the 
Coffee County Commission in Mon- 
day's meeting was to be sworn in. 
Probate Judge Marion B. Brunson 
administered the oath-of-office to 
commission members. 

Commissioners taking office for 
the first time were: Windell Black, 
District 1; Lawrence Creel, District 
2; Jack Hanson, District 4; and Bern- 
est Brooks, District 5. 

Returning members of the com- 
mission taking the oath were: Robert 
Stephens, District 3; Sid Averett, 
District 6; and Bill Faulk, District 7, 

Selecting a commissioner to serve 
as Chairman of the governing body 
was the first official act by the new 
ly sworn in commission. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
was elected by the commissioners to 
serve as commission chairman for 
the next 12 months. The vote was 
taken by secret ballot. 

The commissioners later ratified 
the chairman vote during bill signing 
time by a vote of five for and two 
abstaining. Commissioners Sid Ave- 
rett and Lawrence Creel abstained. 

It didn’t take the new commis- 
sioners long to get a taste of contro- 
versy. 

During the general business por- 


tion of the meeting, Commissioner 
Wendell Black told commissioners, 
“T feel we need to put the process for 
a regional landfill on hold until the 
new commission can become famil- 
iar with it.” 

Black made a motion to postpone 
the regional landfill permitting pro- 
cess indefinitely until more is known 
about what is going on. 

The motion was defeated by a 
vote of 4 to 3. Commissioners Ste- 
phens, Averett, Faulk and Hanson 
voted against while Black, Creel and 
Brooks voted in favor of halting the 
permitting process. 

The Alabama Department of En- 
vironmental Management (ADEM) 
has scheduled a public hearing on the 
regional landfill for Tuesday, No- 
vember 24, at the Farm Center in 
New Brockton. 

Commissioners, who were mem- 
bers of the previous commission, are 
concerned that if the permitting pro- 
cess is stopped, it could cause the 
county serious problems down the 
road. 

They contend that even though a 
regional, 10-county, landfill permit is 
obtained, the county could still use it 
as a one-county facility only. 

The fact that they will have the 
permit will give them another option 
should they need one. It could give 
them a “bargaining chip” in negoiat-

ing a contract with a private firm to 
haul the county’s solid waste to a fa- 
cility outside the county. 

Commissioner Hanson feels that 
all the newly elected commissioners 
should become familiar with all the 
facts concerning the landfill issue be- 
fore making any decision on the mat- 
ter. 

Commissioner Creel later agreed 
that more thought should be put into 
the landfill matter before any action 
is taken. 

A motion was made and passed 
unanimously that the commission 
meet with ADEM officials, landfill 
engineers, the county engineer, and 
city officials to find out exactly what 
the status of the landfill is. No date 
for the meeting was set. 

Earlier in the commission meet- 
ing, a group of Elba High School stu- 
dents, an Advanced English class, 
voiced their concerns about locating 


a 10-county regional lanfill in Coffee # 


County. 

Cory Driggers, spokesperson for 
the group, outlined a three-step pro- 
cess for handling the county’s gar- 
bage. 

Step 1: Allow no outside counties 
to dump their garbage in Coffee 
County’s landfill, 

Step 2: Implement an extensive re- 
cycling program in the county. 
Step 3: Provide a countywide

Driggers told commissioners,

\ Beta to send out bid re- 
quests for fertilizer and lime to be 
used on road right-of-ways by the 
highway department. 

*** Appointed Commissioner Bill 
Faulk to sign checks in the event that 
the commission chairman is unavail- 
able to do so.

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board meeting opened with approval 
of monthly bills totaling $34,913. 
Chairman Mickey Murdock noted 
this was unusually high but included 
payment lift station repair, auditors, 
ditch witch repairs and engineering 
fees.

Basically the same answer ap- 
plied to the complaint of a list of stu- 
dents who were wearing black and 
the calling of police to the children. 
The Jr. Cheerleader program follows 
a prescribed set of rules, given to all 


participants before judging was 
done, Out of town judges are used 
and are racially mixed,

guidelines, 

Pearce said Black History is 
taught from the regular state text- 

$ and no teacher avoids teach- 
ing Black History.
